Football hooligan laws 
used to tackle drunks 


Unruly drinkers in Kingston 
town centre will be put on 
Kingston police’s naughty 
list in the run up to Christ¬ 
mas. 

Throughout the month of De¬ 
cember, Kingston police officers 
will be able to ban any trouble 
makers from the town centre 
for up to 48 hours. 

And, to avoid any doubts, the 
culprits will also be given a map 
showing them exactly which 
streets are out of bounds. 

Police are using powers more 
typically used to control foot¬ 
ball hooligans, under the sec¬ 
tion 27 Violent Crime Reduction 
Act, which was passed in 2006. 

It is usually used to deal with 
trouble at football matches and 
to quash alcohol-related vio¬ 
lence and disorder. 

Officers will patrol the town 
centre’s trouble spots and work 
with bars and clubs to issue the 
orders, which would ban the in¬ 
dividual from Grove ward. 

Acting Borough Commander 
Paul McGregor, of Kingston po¬ 
lice, said the orders were de¬ 
signed to remove individuals 
causing trouble from the town 
centre at night. 

He said: “This is one of the 
tools in our toolbox to curbing 
antisocial behaviour in the 
town centre. 

“These individuals will be is¬ 
sued with a form which ex¬ 
cludes them from the town for 
up to 48 hours and will be given 
a map which shows them the 
area they are excluded from.

“This is a preemptive strike to 
stop people who come into 
Kingston with the intent to 
cause trouble.” 

Kingston police said anyone 
who then breaches the order 
will be arrested. 

Manager of Oceana Steve 
Fleury said: “People want to 
come into Kingston and have a 
good time. People should be 
aware that we are a close net¬ 
work and if you misbehave you 
will be banned. 

“People have to be responsible 
for their own actions or they 
could lose the privilege of com¬ 
ing into Kingston.” 

A similar initiative running 
in Kingston town centre is Be¬ 
have or Be Banned (Bobb), 
which bans people from the 
town centre if they are caught 
in town being violent, causing 
criminal damage or carrying 
weapons. 

Despite not reaching its target 
for banning those who behave 
badly in town, the scheme has 
been hailed a success. 

A dozen people have been 
blacklisted in the two months 
Bobb has been running. They 
range from 17 to 30 years old 
and their pictures have been 
shown to bar staff in 23 pubs.

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Raven’s Ait Island sinks

A couple’s dream Christmas 
wedding was facing ruin, after 
their reception venue went 
into administration, it has 
emerged. 

Raven’s Ait Island in Sur¬ 
biton closed suddenly last 
week, leaving several compa¬ 
nies with no Christmas party 
and many wedding plans in 
tatters. 

Alexis Pelling and Byron 
Holloway, both 26, lost £12,500 
and were left with a frantic 
rush to book another venue for 
their wedding breakfast and 
reception on December 20. 

Mr Holloway said: “We were 
devastated. When Alexis found 
out she phoned me up crying. 
We just couldn’t believe the 
luck we are having at the mo¬ 
ment. Luckily, all of our 
friends pulled together and 
were searching for venues.” 

The couple just managed, at 
the last minute, to book the 
Woodlands Park Hotel in Cob- 
ham for their 130 daytime and 
190 evening guests. 

They had paid the final bal¬ 
ance of £9,500 to Raven’s Ait 
Ltd just days before it went 
into administration, and were 
told they could not pay by cred¬ 
it card, which would have 
given them some protection. 

Miss Pelling, a teacher at 
Cheam High School, and her fi-

ance, a personal trainer, are 
due to move from Sutton to 
Coulsdon next week. They will 
have to use money set aside to 
redecorate their new home to 
pay for a second wedding re¬ 
ception. 

Wilkins Kennedy, the insol¬ 
vency company called in to 
deal with Raven’s Ait ltd’s fi¬ 
nances, said that it has been 
contacted by more than 20 peo¬ 
ple in the past few days, who 
had paid deposits, or paid in 
full, for their events. 

But Keith Stevens from the 
company said it was unlikely 
that Raven’s Ait would have 
enough money to pay everyone 
back. 

He added that the company 
was forced into administration 
after a string of cancellations 
spurred on by the “fear of the 
credit crunch”. 

But this has been disputed by 
former employee Peter Hart¬ 
nell, who said the venue was 
heavily booked up over the 
Christmas period. He said the 
closure came as a “complete 
surprise” to staff. 

The closure has brought dis¬ 
appointment to several local 
companies who booked Christ¬ 
mas parties there. 


Energy Assessor Training, 
based in Tolworth Tower, paid 
£7,000 up front for its function 
for 150 people on December 13. 

Managing director Allen 
Jackson said: “Doing this at 
Christmas time is such callous 
timing. They collected in the

Man, 21, suffocates in lift shaft 


Tributes have flooded in for 21- 
year-old Patrick Katende, who 
was crushed by weights in a 
lift shaft in the Cambridge 
Gardens estate on Thursday 
morning. 

Police are still investigating 
whether Mr Katende’s death is 
linked to an attempted bur¬ 
glary on a computer shop on 
the Cambridge Road estate at 
5.38am on Thursday, December 
4. 

Mr Katende, also known as 
Pistol P, was found by police 
after they were called by a resi¬ 
dent of the estate at 7.05am. 

He was pronounced dead at 
the scene and a postmortem 
examination carried out on 
Friday showed Mr Katende 
died from asphyxiation. 

A shrine has been erected on 
the estate, which has been in¬ 
undated with flowers, cards

and teddy bears. A Facebook 
group dedicated to him has 
more than 1,000 members. 

Mr Katende lived in Cam¬ 
bridge Gardens with friends 
and his family, based in Potters 
Grove, New Malden, paid trib¬ 
ute to their basketball ob¬ 
sessed brother who “loved 
life”. 

His sister Aura, 19, said: “It 
hasn’t sunk in yet that he has 
gone. Everyone will remember 
him for his spirit and his spirit 
will live on in us all. 

“He was everybody’s best 
friend. He was just an angel.” 

Sister Amy, 23, admitted her 
brother had made some “bad 
choices” in his life, but he was 
not a criminal involved in 
gangs.

She said: “He did make some 
mistakes but it is wrong to put 
him in the same category as a 
criminal. 

“I know my brother and he 
was not involved in gangs, 
knives, or guns.” 


Mr Katende’s funeral will be 
held at Kingston Cemetery on 
December 16, which would 
have been his 22nd birthday. 

The Metropolitan Police’s di¬ 
rectorate of professional stan¬ 
dards has been called in to 
investigate Mr Katende’s death 
because officers had been in¬ 
volved in a suspected burglary 
on the estate a short time be¬ 
fore. 

Two men, aged 20 and 21, and 
a 17-year-old girl were arrested 
on suspicion of burglary on 
Thursday, December 4, and 
were bailed to return to a 
south London police station on 
Tuesday, December 9. 

An inquest into Mr Katende’s 
death was opened and ad¬ 
journed on Friday, December 5.

Water firm admits releasing bleach 


Drunk teen hits waiter, causing £6k damage 


Thames Water faces an unlimited fine, 
after it spilled industrial-strength bleach 
into the River Wandle and two tonnes of 
dead fish had to be sifted from it, a court 
decided last week. 

The water company faces a severe fine 
after pleading guilty at Sutton Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Friday, to inadvertently 
releasing 1,600 litres of sodium hypochlo¬ 
rite into the river in September last year. 

Prosecutor Janet Fedrick, acting on be¬ 
half of the Environment Agency (EA), 
said it was the most serious case of river 
polluting she had seen brought before a 
court. 

“The effect of this was catastrophic, 
with more than 10,000 fish killed, and five 
kilometres of the river polluted,” she told 
the court. “To anglers and members of the 
public, the amenity value of the river has 
been seriously diminished and it’s be¬ 
lieved it will take several years to recov¬ 
er.”

Dog owner hurt 

A woman was injured in an attempted 
robbery in Worcester Park on Monday. 

The 29-year-old was walking her dog 
near St Mary’s Church at 5.15pm when 
two men approached her, grabbed her 
dog’s lead and demanded her purse, phone 
and keys. 

One of the would-be robbers pushed the 
woman into a fence, causing injury to her 
left cheek. Both left with nothing. 

The first robber was white, about 5ft 9in, 
medium build, had brown hair with high¬ 
lights, and was about 16-years-old. 

He had a fair complexion, acne, a large 
spot on his left cheek and a curved spike 
piercing through his left eyebrow. He was 
wearing a black hooded top, which had a 
biohazard motif on the front and baggy 
trousers.

U-turn as new school to be built 


Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Derek Osbourne 
has admitted “most people” 
will see the decision to build a 
new school in north Kingston 
as a u-turn, given the Liberal 
Democrats’ strong opposition 
to the idea earlier this year. 

Despite giving the green 
light to bid for a new sec¬ 
ondary school on December 1, 
the Liberal Democrats’ own 
website still carries a news

item from earlier in the year 
calling Conservative propos¬ 
als for a new school “deeply ir¬ 
responsible” and “playing 
politics with education”. 

In a direct contradiction to 
the current council stance, 
Coun Osbourne said at the 
time: “A new 1,000-pupil 
school in north Kingston is 


not the answer. Even though 
there is a lot of new housing 
in the area, there still won’t be 
enough students to fill a new 
school.” 

The rise in prospective pupil 
numbers has proved so large 
compared with the council’s 
original figures that the previ¬ 
ous plan to develop Grey 
Court School in Richmond to 
take Kingston students will 
still go ahead, despite the 


plans for a new 1,200 pupil es¬ 
tablishment. 

Coun Osbourne defended 
the council’s swing in policy 
and said the data had only re¬ 
cently become available which 
suggested a new school would 
be necessary. 

He questioned whether the 
Conservatives would have 
acted differently had they 
been in charge. 

He said: “We’re taking, quite 


rightly, a very different posi¬ 
tion than the one we took up 
until June. 

“We needed to have the data 
to support the building of a 
new school, and until relative¬ 
ly recently the data suggested 
we wouldn’t need it, which is 
why we looked at the Grey 
Court option.”

Protesters were angry about allega¬ 
tions that Amey Pic sacked for gross 
misconduct five cleaners who worked 


at the National Physical Laboratory in 
Teddington. The cleaners have now 
filed for unfair dismissal. 

An Amey spokeswoman said she 
could not comment on individual em¬ 
ployees, but said proper treatment was 
of “paramount importance”. 

She said: “We can confirm, with the 
support of the recognised trade union 
for this case, that Amey has undertak¬ 
en all due processes and procedures 
and operated fully in accordance with 
the law.”

MFI bargain hunters queue for closing sale 


Bargain hunters flocked in their 
hundreds to MFI last week, after it 
slashed its prices by 80 per cent in 
a closing down sale. 

The furniture chain went into 
administration on November 26 
and its New Malden store closed 


for good on Wednesday, December 
10 . 

Up to 300 people queued outside 
the store at the start of its sale last 
Saturday, November 29, with cus¬ 
tomers allowed to enter the store 
in groups of 10 at a time to prevent 


overcrowding and frayed tempers. 

It is understood the store em¬ 
ployed about 20 people and, despite 
being paid until the end of the 
month, sales staff claimed to have 
lost bonuses ranging from a few 
hundred pounds to £3,500.

Covent Garden back in the 1970s. 

He said: “I always used to keep my 
eye on the skips.

Mr Kay has decided to sell the goods 
this month to raise funds for his 
sculpture workshop in Gibbon Road, 
Kingston. 

The pieces have been sent to Mastro 
Auctions in Chicago, which recently

£80,000.

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Having a body to die for 


One man’s struggle with his body led to seven suicide attempts and 
an autobiography. ELEANOR HARDING reports 


Stephen Westwood was 15 
when he started wearing 
foundation. Ashamed of the 
way he looked, he suffered for 
years before being diagnosed 
with body dysmorphic disor¬ 
der (BDD), a crippling mental 
illness. 

He says: “I thought my nose 
and face were red. 

“I thought I would repulse 
everybody and felt uncomfort¬ 
able leaving the house. 

“I started putting my mum’s 
foundation on every day. 

“I thought my skin was too 
thin and you could see the 
blood vessels underneath. 

“Actually, it was just in my 
mind. 

“Looking back at photos, I 
can see that there’s nothing 
there.” 

Stephen left school for a job 
as a hospital porter. Some¬ 
times he thought he looked so 
bad he couldn’t go to work at 
all, so he eventually lost his 
job. 

He says: “I saw a psychia¬ 
trist but I didn’t tell him 
about my face because I 




thought it was a physical de¬ 
fect and was ashamed that I 
was obsessed by my looks. 

“I started a relationship and 
that made me feel better. 

“But I’d still put on make up 
every day and every night so 
my girlfriend didn’t see my 
face. 

“She took the mickey and 
said I was vain. I wasn’t able 
to explain that I was looking 
in the mirror with distress, 
not thinking how lovely I 
was.” 

The relationship ended, and 
life got worse. Stephen avoid¬ 
ed going out or answering the 


door, and spent hours in the 
toilet trying to build up the 
makeup. 

More relationships and jobs 
followed, but they were al¬ 
ways ruined by the illness. 

He says: “There would be 
times when I was so de¬ 
pressed, I thought of suicide. 

“I cut my arms quite badly 
to get over the upset I was 
feeling about having such an 
ugly face. 

“Eventually, I took an over¬ 
dose of antidepressants that 
was so bad it made me sleep 
for three days. 

“I woke up not knowing who 
I was.” 

At 30, after seven suicide at¬ 
tempts, Stephen broke down 
and told a psychiatrist what 
was wrong. He was already 
being treated for depression, 
so his prescription was 
changed and, after a while, 
the horrible thoughts left 
him. 

He says: “I stopped taking 
the makeup to work. I still felt 
depressed, but what I saw in 
the mirror was different. It 


started to go away. 

“When I was diagnosed with 
BDD, I realised I wasn’t alone 
in having these thoughts. It 
felt great.” 

Stephen started dating 
again, and met his wife Ash¬ 
ley, 25, four years ago. 

They clicked straight away 
and now have a 14-month-old 
son, Draven. 

Stephen says he is now 70 
per cent recovered. 

Now 34, he has published 
Suicide Junkie, an autobiog¬ 
raphy to help other BDD suf¬ 
ferers. 

He gives freelance talks on 
mental health and is doing an 
access course to help him into 
a psychology degree. 

He says: “I thought that it 
would be like this for life. I 
thought I would die by my 
own hand. 

“Now I want to help others, 
and I might even be a psychia¬ 
trist myself one day.”

Don’t go parking 
mad at Christmas

Despite Kingston having thousands of car 
parking spaces and its park and ride 
scheme, queues of agitated drivers can 
usually be seen surrounding the town’s 
main car parks. 

With the number of shoppers attracted 
to the popular shopping hub more than 
doubling over the Christmas period, will 
there be enough room for everyone to 
park? 

Caroline Pilcher, 63, of Queens Road, 
New Malden, said: “Kingston comes to a 
standstill at Christmas and all the roads 
are snarled up with people queuing to get 
into the car parks.” 

Susan Fisher, 55, from Ham, was an¬ 
noyed when she spent 40 minutes stuck in 
traffic and said it could put her off com¬ 
ing to Kingston again. 

Liz Ellis, of Kingstonfirst, said there 
were other options available, but people 
were unaware of what they are. 

“Kingston is well-served with car park¬ 
ing spaces, better than the surrounding 
towns,” she said. 

“There is also a park and ride service 
from Chessington specially for Christmas. 
It’s cheaper than the public bus and is an 
ideal way of reducing traffic.” 

Out of Kingston’s 20 car parks, the three 
most popular appear to be at the Bentall 
Centre, John Lewis and Eden Walk. 

One shopper from Woking said: “I have a 
20 minute wait every time I come to the 
Bentalls or John Lewis car parks, but Ben- 
talls is convenient, especially if you’ve got 
lots of shopping and it’s freezing cold out¬ 
side.” 

Bob Ritchie, the Bentall Centre manag¬ 
er, said people tended to park in the same 
car park because they were “creatures of 
habit”. 

“If only they knew there is a secret car 
park around the corner then they’d be 
shopping a lot sooner. If we could divert 
traffic there they’d realise just how close

it is,” he said. 

Seven Kings car park, despite being a 
two-minute walk from Kingston town cen¬ 
tre, has proved relatively unpopular 
among shoppers. 

“I understand the importance of having 
car parking right at the door,” added Mr 
Ritchie. 

“But if I was sat in my car waiting half 
an hour to get in, I’d want to know about 
the alternatives.” 

A council worker from Surbiton said he 
avoided the car parks at Bentall Centre 
and Waitrose “like the plague”. 

“Kingston attracts a lot of people. It’s a 
fact of life. If you want to come to 
Kingston to shop at this time of year then 
you just have to get used to it,” he said. 

A council spokesman said: “Visitors 
driving to Kingston are advised to look at 
all car parking options during busy peri¬ 
ods, not just the car park they are most fa¬ 
miliar with. 

“It is sometimes a case of trying a car 
park you may not have used before when 
visiting during the Christmas and new 
year period.”

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Officer punished 
for illegal parking

A Kingston police officer has been disci¬ 
plined for illegally parking on a zebra 
crossing in Surbiton so a colleague could 
withdraw cash. 

Eagle-eyed drinkers in the Victoria 
pub, Victoria Road, spotted the marked 
police car on the zig-zag lines in front of 
a zebra crossing on Saturday, November 
15, and then photographed a female offi¬ 
cer joining the queue at a Nationwide 
cash machine nearby. 

After a witness reported the incident to 
the Surrey Comet, acting Superinten¬ 
dent John Pendleton launched an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Acting Supt Pendleton confirmed a 
week-long investigation had taken place, 
the officer responsible had been identi¬ 
fied and a “formal discipline police sanc¬ 
tion” had been issued. 

Kingston police have not said exactly 
what punishment had been meted out, 
and said it was policy not to disclose any 
sanctions issued on Metropolitan Police 
employees. 

The Police Federation said the sanction 
could range from a verbal warning or 
loss of pay or rank to the officer being 
dismissed. 

Motorists can also be issued with 
penalty points and a fine for parking ille¬ 
gally on zig-zag lines. 

Acting Borough Commander Paul Mc¬ 
Gregor said: “It is a matter of deep re¬ 
gret that the officers’ actions have 
distracted from the considerable amount

‘Boris must help 
to curb banks’

The Mayor of London must put pressure 
on high street banks to stop pushing 
some local businesses to the brink of 
bankruptcy by terminating overdraft 
agreements and demanding loan pay¬ 
ments before they are due. 

That was the message from a meeting 
of south London business leaders last 
week, where it emerged that, in an effort 
to prop-up their own position, some 
banks are even forcing companies to pay 
back the total amount owed on loans - 
despite monthly agreements being in 
place. 

Peter Pledger, chief executive of South 
London Business, which represents busi¬ 
nesses across south London and organ¬ 
ised the meeting, said the banks’ tactic 
was jeopardising perfectly solvent firms. 

He said: “There were concerns from 
members that banks are calling-in these 
debts before they are due. Some busi¬ 
nesses could go bankrupt because of it. 
We are also seeing overdraft facilities 
being stopped immediately, which is ob¬ 
viously causing trouble too. It differs 
from bank to bank and branch to 
branch.” 

The Government’s VAT cut, which re¬ 
duced the rate from 17.5 per cent to 15 per 
cent, had made little impact on business¬ 
es, Mr Pledger said, and the Mayor need¬ 
ed more practical solutions. 

He said: “While the credit crunch has 
proved an interesting exercise for some 
senior civil servants, for some business¬ 
es it is a matter of survival or disrup¬ 
tion. 

“We have had some helpful announce¬ 
ments from the Mayor but he has to do 
more. All the initiatives by national and 
regional Government are re-hashes of 
existing schemes. These are extraordi-

So I hope you see 7 Garnet’s 
points of view and why we 
should say no to Tesco! Thank 
you.

Needless to say, it was 
not. 

The next collection was 
made on the normal day, 
Friday, when the boxes had 
two weeks of food waste. 

Not only am I disgusted 
that the council can ignore 
requests for missed collec¬ 
tions to be corrected, espe¬ 
cially when it comes to 
food waste collections, but 
I am very concerned that, 
with Friday collections, a 
missed collection which 
cannot be reported until 
we come home from work 
will mean the revised col¬ 
lection cannot be reported 
until Monday, with collec¬ 
tion on Tuesday - if they 
can be bothered.

0ver-70s are entitled 
to free GLA insulation 


As energy prices rise and the 
weather turns colder, many 
Kingston residents will be 
worried about keeping their 
homes warm during the win¬ 
ter. 

But help is available to resi¬ 
dents. 

Under a Greater London Au¬ 
thority scheme I helped nego¬ 
tiate with the previous mayor, 
residents can get cut-price in¬ 
sulation for lofts and cavity 
walls, and pensioners over the 
age of 70 and people on bene¬ 
fits are entitled to free insula¬ 
tion. 

Given the hard times that 
people are going through this 
winter, I was shocked to dis¬ 
cover recently that the Mayor 
of London, Boris Johnson, 
has cancelled all promotion of 


the GLA insulation offer, and 
even removed it from the GLA 
website, until I challenged 
him on this very issue last 
week. 

I know the Mayor is looking 
at introducing a new type of 
scheme to promote home in¬ 
sulation. 

But until he puts another 
scheme in place he can, at 
least, do all he can to promote 
the existing one. 

Even if the mayor is reluc¬ 
tant to promote it, the offer is 
still available, and Kingston 
residents can get more infor¬

“St John’s sends so many communi¬ 
cations to parents and carers so over 
a year, it must save at least 20,000 
sheets of paper.” 

The school also has a new outside 
learning area, which includes bench¬ 
es made from recycled plastic bags, 
and it recently collected a tonne of 
old clothing from parents and staff to 
recycle and raise money for the 
school. 

The school has provided the pupils 


with lessons on healthy living and, as 
well as a bicycle rack, they are now 
planning to build a scooter rack to en¬ 
courage sustainable travel by staff 
and students. 

There is also an important test in 
store as St John’s hosts an eco 
schools assessor on December 12, 
when it hopes its Eco-Schools green 
flag status, which rewards schools 
committed to the environment and 
sustainability, will be renewed. 

The school has created a lasting 
legacy to its environmental commit¬ 
ment and for World Environment 
Day this year every child brought in a 
sheet or pillowcase, painted their 


faces on it, and it has been stitched 
into a quilt which now hangs proudly 
in the school hall. 

St John’s is already encouraging 
the next generation of eco-warriors 
too. 

Pupil Clover Carson, along with her 
brother Fox, an ex-pupil, have just 
scooped the young environmentalist 
award at the Kingston Green 
Guardian awards and received the 
commended certificate at the region¬ 
al finals. 

Ms Green said: “We hope pupils 
leave St John’s with an appreciation 
of their environment and, most im¬ 
portantly, know how to look after it.”

Ex-military 
home gets 
listed status 


An historic former army build¬ 
ing, complete with towers, bat¬ 
tlements and a gangway, has 
been added to a list of protected 
national buildings. 

The Keep in Kingston has 
been given Grade II listed sta¬ 
tus by English Heritage as one 
of only a few surviving keeps in 
the country of its era and joins 
Alexandra Palace, the BT tower 
and the East Stand at Arsenal’s 
Highbury stadium on the list. 

Neighbour Sylvia Bullen was 
claiming victory this week, 
having gathered 70 names on 
her petition since 2006. 

“It is part of Kingston history 
that is crumbling away,” she 
said. “We are worried that 
there are bars dropping off. It 
has got very sad.” 

The Keep was the product of a 
Edward Cardwell’s national 
policy of creating impressive 
looking buildings designed to 
project the prestige of the 
British Army, which had been 
divided into 69 districts.

Formerly the entrance to the 
East Surrey regimental depot 
and barracks, from 1875 to 1959 
thousands of soldiers went out 
of the gates to war. The bar¬ 
racks were redeveloped as

But The Keep was retained as 
a historical monument, now of¬ 
fered out to film companies as a 
lookalike for a prison. 

Grade II listed buildings can¬ 
not be demolished, extended or 
altered without special permis¬ 
sion from the local planning au¬ 
thority 

Tony Hall, of Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s conservation and listed 
buildings department, said: 
“That obligation will need to be 
taken seriously and we will be 
looking to ensure if any repairs 
need to be carried out they are 
done sensitively and as soon as 
possible.”
